Washington — President Coolidge's 


appointment of Dwight Morrow to be 
llic American ambassador to Mexico 
is an event not only of profound po- 
litical importance inside the United 
States, but 06 world wide significance. 


It means that Mr. Coolidge. fortified 


by an independent attitude toward po- 
litical ciiticism, weighed the advan- 
tages of placing a man like Mr. Mor- 
i ov." on the American embassy at Mexi- 
co City usainst the disadvantages and 
decided that if in the long run the 
appointment meant tho ironing out of 
tlie principal difficulties between the 
United States and Mexico it uas worth 
doing. 


Senator Borah, chaiiman of the es- 


tate foreign relations committee, feels 
that if Mr. Morrow goes with the olive 
branch of peace rather than any im- 
perialistic policy to follow out there :s 
an opportunity for Mr. Morrow to do 
an incalculable service. 


POINTS OF DISPUTE 


The pros and cons 
in appointing 


Mr. Morrow were briefly these: He,has 
been a member of the firm of J. P. 
Morgan and Co.. which institution is 
acting for all the European bondhold- 
ers who have Mexican government se- 
curities and .the criticism would be 
that Mr. Morrow was ac»'ng for them. 
To offset this is the fact that Mr. Mor- 
row retires absolutely from all busi- 
ness connections and also the fact that 
the department of state has been in 
entire sympathy with the viewpoint of 
the bondholders and - Mr. Morrow 
would'merely be following out the 
wishes of the Department, which has 
been trying to intercede in behalf of 
a readjustment of Mexican finances 
for some time past. 


Second, it would be argued that Mr. 


JCoolidgo is listening to the banking 
interests dealing with Mexico. It so 
happens however, that Mexican fi- 
nances need reorganization, that rev- 
enues from oil properties have drop- 
ped off because of the controversy over 
drilling and that Mexico's future de- 
pends on her ability to get a loan. Mr. 
Morrow has the chance not only to 
advise Mexico but to tell the bankers 
definitely about Mexico's capacity to 
pay. He may be able to render a ser- 
vice to Mexico that no other ambas- 
sador ever could.. 


MANY ECONOMIC PROBLEMS 
Mr. Coolidge might have named a 


diplomat of the foreign service 
but 


the problem was so largely commer- 
cial and economic that he prevailed on 
a man in whom he had personal con- 
fidence and who had the necessary 
knowledge of finances. Mr. Coolidge 
has implicit faith in his 
friend—he 


knows that Mr. Morrow on severing 
business connections will act for the 
American government's best interests 
at all times. And Mr. Morrow is the 
type who as chairman of the aircraft 
investigating: board showed how com 
plctely absorbed he could be in pub 
lie service. 
• 
Years ago the fact that a man had 


financial connections would have pre- 
vented confirmation by the senate. 
But the senate confirmed the appoint- 
ment of Andrew W. Mellon as secre- 
tary of the treasury, reported to be 
ono of the three or four richest men 
in America.

The problems between the United 


States and Mexico arc economic, legal 
and financial. Mr. Morrow is a law- 
yer. His Kinking experience and re- 
lations with foreign governments has 
-ivcn him a background of knowl- 
Pdsc aboi:t foreign affairs which will 
be"helpful to him in his new work. 
Mr. Coolidgc has been trying to get 
"H big man to go to Mexico. He found 
liiat when ho sent Henry I* Sthnson.

council. "The plan was to make the 
city more beautiful. That is all right. 
But I doubt if the city has the pow- 
er to forbid a man the meant, of 
making a livelihood, as this ordin- 
ance seems to do. 


DKASTIC ORDINANCE 


"There are stores in the residence 


districts that were built by ten or 15 
or 20 years of hard work. The sav- 
ings and life interests of the proprie- 
tors are wrapped up in these stores.

NO MOSQUITOES. NO MALAKIA 


The name "malaria" Is as misleading sis the name 


"coM." 
Malaria 
means literally bad air. but the 


name was given to'the disease before the nalnie 01 
cause of Hie disease WHS known. It 
'ill misleads 


a great many people who persist In imagining that 
malaria is caused l>y dampness or by some vaguo 
miasin that comes out of a swamp or even by :ighi 
air. 


Malaria i.i never caused by bad drinking Wat*1!', 


bad air or bad food. One can set malaria only by 
being innoculntcd by a mostiuito.' and only by a 
mosquito of the Anopheles genus or variety, and 
only by the female Anopheles, usually the quadri- 
maculatus variety In (his country, and only when 
she has had acce.ss to a malaria patient and 'the 
privilege of drawing off a .sample of the patient's 
blood through her bill. No mosquitoes, no malaria. 
At least no other insect, animal or inanimate car- 
rier has been found. 


The common or garden'mosquito that makes life 


miserable in many parts of the northern states and 
Canada cannot carry malaria. TiiCbc familiar porch 
pests arc of the Culcx genus or variety. There arc 
certain characteristic differences between Anopheles 
and Culcx mosquitoes that every one should know, 
if only for peace of mind in case/of collision with 
the pests. First, the Culcx or non-malaria carrying 
mosquitoes commonly breed in unscreened cisterns, 
rain barrels, hoof prints in the ground, old cans 
or bottles left to hold watffr about the dooryard. 
obstructed cave.:, bird baths, and the like. On the 
other hand Anopheles or malaria carrying mosqui- 
tose seldom breed close to habitations but prefer 
ponds or reservoirs or culverts, or sluggish streams 
or pools in old stogie quarries. 
"When""- a 
Culex 


alights on the skin the mosquitoes body is panillel 
with the plane of the skin. When an Anopheles 
alights the mosquitoes body is at an angle with the 
plane of the skin, as though this more deadly mos- 
quito takes a 
position calculated to aid her in 


thrusting: her proboscis into a victim's skin. The 
larvae 
(wigglctails) of the Culex or non-malaria 


carrying mosquito hang downward on the surface 
of the water, whereas the 
Anopheles wigglctaih- 


rest parallel with the surface. Of course no .nos- 
quito can breed except in water. A thin film of 
oil sprayed on the water kills the wiggletails or 
mosquito larvae by suffocating: them, and so rids 
the vicinity of the pests. 


Most cases ot chills and fever, particularly in re- 


gions where Anopheles mosquitoes do not occur, are 
incorrectly diagnosed if assumed to be malaria. \Vo 
need not suggest various conditions which produce 
chills and fever. But only 'he finding of the ma- 
laria parasites in the red corpuscles of" the patient's 
r>Iood warrants a positive diagnosis of malaria in 
the place where we know no malaria carrying mos- 
quitoes occur. 


In a region where Anopheles mosquitoes occur, a 


fairly safe diagnosis may be made even if the mic- 
roscopic examination of the blood smear fails to 
show the malarial parasites, if the physician finds 
an enlarged spleen and especially when there are 
other positively diagnosed cases of malaria in the 
same vicinity. 


No good physician even suspects malaria in the 


northern .states or Canada, unless the patient has 
visited or resided in a region where the Anopheles 
mosquito is a recognized habitant. In non-malarial 
districts a lot of bunk is diagnosed as "malaria."

It is most difficult to treat patients 
whose friends take that view, because such pa- 
tients are not likely to follow the doctor's advice 
in all matters pertaining to recovery -They are 
too prone to listen to the well meant but dangerous 
advice of others.

Washington, D. C. — Is there too 


much of the so-called higher educa- 
ion in this country? Offhand the ans- 
iver to that question is that there 
can not be too much education, how- 
ever or whatever it is called, in any 
country. Educators who are' charged 
vith the responsibility of conducting 
he colleges and universities of the 
United States say, however, that It is 
not a question that can be answered 
offhand. 


To state the question more explic- 


tly it is. are too many young men 
and women in this country seeking 
ligher education, or going to colleges 
and universities whether or not they 
are really seeking education? 


From more than one college presi- 


dent a vigorous affirmative comes in 
answer. They say that there "are far 
too many students who arc not worth 
the expenditure of effort and money 
required to give them a chance at a 
college education. V»"hen they relax 
rom their scholastic dignity under 
the assurance that they will not be 
rjuotcd personally they say that the 
lialls of learning in Hie United States 
are cluttered up with a lot of youths 
of both sexes \vlio have no business 
there, and that everybody concerned 
would be better off'If they'were not 
there. 


Ky this they mean that our colleges 


ind universities are overcrowded to 
a serious degree and that 
far too 


many young men and women who 
do not expect or who can not hope 
to complete a college course are con- 
tributing to this over-crowded con- 
dition. They advocate more rigid en- 
trance examinations and more effec- 
tive measures of eliminating students 
who. 
even, after they pass entrance 


tests, demonstrate that they really 
are not worth while college material. 
Tliey want to get rid of three classes 
of students —• those who don't care 
whether or not they 
get through, 


those who try to slide through, an-1 
those who are not qualified to get 
through no matter how hard they ap- 
ply themselves. 


A DELICATE AND INVOLVED

Admittedly this is a delicate an 1 


an involved problem. "When a youth 
knocks at the doors of an institution 
of learning, the presumption Is that 


he is doing so because he wants an 
education. If that be true, who \vants 
to take the responsibility of denying 
him entrance? How is it to be deter- 
mined whether he is seeking school- 
ing or diversion? Who can be sure 
that he is not knocking for admis- 
sion merely because he'has been s»nt 
there by parent or guardian? Who 
can say that what he will get out of 
college will be of real benefit to liim 
or to society?

genius? Beethoven could not multi- 
ply six by four, it is said, but what 
university could have survived bar- 
ring him on such a test?

man or 


young woman for foui 
years. The 


father who foots the bills for son's 
tuition: board, room, and incidentals 
for that period usually thinks he has 
paid for everything involved in. his 
SOP'S higher education and_ frequently 
he believes he has paid "too ouch. He 
Is ."given to talking about

cost him to send his boy to college. 


But what of the cost to the col- 


I'.pe incident to taking the boy in and

tunities for four years? Tuition fees 
rarely or never cover that.

A SURVEY TO «E .MADE 


That all this, together with other 


phases that can not l>e detailed, is a 
serious problem as well as one that 5? 
delicate and involved is evidenced by 


the fact that this fall the American 
Council on Education is beginning a 
three-year survey to find a solution. 
John D. Rockefeller, Jr., is financing 
this research work to the extent of 
S20.000 a year and almost one half 
of 200 American colleges have agreed 
already to cooperate 
in 
seeing 
it 


through. 
Four ends will be sought in this 


survey, according to D. A. Robertson, 
secretary of the Council. The first is 
to devise a model personal card, to 
be used by all colleges for all stu- 
dents. The second is to arrange ob- 
jective achievement tests to deter- 
mine jiist where a student stands in 
different subjects. The third is to dc- 
vi.se a rating scale 
for 
personality 


measurement. The fourth is to supply 
students with vocational monograms 
which will aid them to select intel- 
ligently the career which they wish 
to follow after they leave college. 


However, as the layman 
necs and 


understands this, it all bolls down to 
an effort to ascertain 
what 
to do 


effort lo ascertain what to do about 
th'j overcrowded conditions in our col- 
leges and universities and what to do 
about students who arc just a little 
deficient in ambition, gray matter, 
and application. 


Uefore the survey starts, it may be 


said that it will not be considered as 
helpful for anyone to advise the Coun- 
cil that if we have too ma..y stu 
dents we "should have more or larger 
schools. If classrooms arc overcrowd- 
ed they should be enlarged, and that 
if campuses are overun with morons 
the way to get rid of them is to 
flunk them and send 
them 
home. 


That genera! answer lo the problem 
has received due "consideration and It 
It were conclusive or satisfactory ed- 
ucational leaders would no.t have pro 
jectcd this survey. 


It may be regarded as an amazing 


development that 
the 
time should 


come or be at hand when higher edu- 
i.itioi: may be limited to those who 
are especially fitted to benefit by it 
One of the big ideas of the founders 
of this country was that education 
should be free and later it became a 
national 
principle 
that 
education 


should be compulsory up to a certain 
age level.' with college courses open 
to all who had parents to finance 
them or who had the will and the 
ability to work their way through.

three years. Xo lighter can stay away 
from active ring service that long 
and expect to come back-a first-class 
foeman with his warring weapons 100 
per cent perfect. 


AH tho training he had done from 


March to September hadn't kept him 
from being rusty, hadn't keyed his 
fighting instincts to the point where 
he was able to grasp his one fleeting 
moment of golden chance at Philadel- 
phia. 


I refer to that fourth round when 


Dempsey had a chance to win and. by 
his own admission, he didn't know it. 
His nervous system was clogged. The 
messages from the noodle to the fists 
were slow in coming through. 


Maybe 
Dempsey 
wouldn't 
have 


beaten Tunney last year even if he 
had fought two or three times before. 
But ho will be in a position, because 
of his fight against Tunney and his 
subsequent fight against Sharkey, to 
giv© Tunney a1 hard, testing fight. 


And if the chance like the one de- 


veloped in that fourth round conies 
again this year, he'll, he'll—well, he'Jl 
knock 
the social lion of the gold 


coast clear out into the lake. 


But I am detouring. 
If Tunney was good enough to win 


ten lounds out of ten against Demp- 
sey last year, why shouldn't he do it 


again this year? Possibly ho will win 
by a more decisive margin.

Dempsey tho best day ho ever saw. 
But— 


Tunney did not whip Dempsey the 


best day ho ever saw when he whip- 
ped him at Philadelphia. I mean to 
say Dempsey wasn't as good &» he 
might have been and when I say this 
I do not mean to detract In the least 
from the remarkable fight Mr. Gene 
Tunney fought. 


This year Dempsey will be better. 


How much better is a matter of con- 
jecture. He comes Into the ring with 
two hard fights under his belt. Whe- 
ther that Is important 
enough 
to 


bring him homo in front Is another 
thing. 


Tunney Is no worse than he was 


last year. Very likely he Is better. 
Tho knowledge that 
he mastered 


Dempsey has stiffened 
his fighting 


fibre and his moral sinews. 


I'd like to be able to string along 


with Dempsey and maybe I should. 
But I can't forget how feeble he look- 
ed against Tunney a year ago, nor 
can I forget tho mediocre fight he 
made against Jack Sharkey. 
I say 


that, mind you. despite the fact that 
Dempsey has been my foremost idol 
of the ring. 


I concede Dempsey the chance you 


must 
always concede 
him — the 


chance to land with a killing punch at 
any given moment during the fight, 
but this is. I fear, an outside chance: 


Tunney ought to win. He hasn't 


much to fear fighting the cautious 
fight he is sure to fight. He' is faster 
and a more accurate puncher. He has 
more stamina. He Is a splendid body 
puncher with a right hand. He has 
enough power in that right hand t6 
xvin by a knockout, and if he opens 
up and takes a few chances, he may.

Larger Barns Than Needed 


Madison— (A>)—Adherence to 
tradi- 


tional models of dairy 'barn 
equip 


ment accounts for a great part of the 
overhead expense which Wisconsin's 
dairy farmers must meet, fcays John 
Swenehart, agricultural engineer at 
the college of agriculture of the Unl 
versify. To pay for this overhead, 10 
cents must bo taken cut of every 45 
cents received in payment for a pound 
of butter. Under overhead he classes 
interest on the farmer's investment, 
depreciation, taxes, and insurance. In 
other words, then, the farmers works 
nearly three months out of the year 
to pay for these four items of over 
head. 


Mr. Swenehart believes that there 


is too much waste apace in the^aver 
age barn. "I have visited barn after 
barn," ho says, "and cannot find one 
that has its superstructure occupied 
for more than 10 per cent of the time. 
We have too much barn for the num- 
ber of cows. We equip, not too well, 
but too much."

I maintain that agriculture 
needs to look into that fact.

Of this, sixty million dollars must be 
paid out for overhead on buildings and 
equipment, which amounts to 10 cents 
out of every 45 cents received for a 
pound of butter." , 


The solution to the high-production 


cost in the dairy industry is two-fold, 
thinks Mr. Swenehart; "one solution" 
he says, "is to raise the production 
figure by eliminating producers, cut- 
ting down the number engaged in the 
industry, and leaving the best ones. 
The second solution is by a study of 
design of farm buildings and building 
equipment that will give us the same 
efficiency at less cost."

GOOD FARMERS, SAYS 


WISCONSIN EXPERT 


Interest in Farming Growing 


—Red Men Accustomed to 
Modern Methods 


Madison—(/P)—If tho paleface up 


proaches tho Indian correctly he may 
aid the latter greatly to become a 
practical farmer, says J. F. AVojta, 
county agent leader of the agricultur 
al extension service, AVisconsin col- 
lege of Agriculture. 


Mr. Wojta, who has lectured In> 


dians at their fairs, pow-wows and m< 
stitut<8. through an interpreter, be 
lieves that interest 
in 
farming i; 


growing among them and that teach- 
ing of methods that will produce rapid 
results after properly approaching 
the Indian will further his interest. 
- The Menominee tribe, in September, 
1914, 
was the first Indian group to 


solicit help from the Agricultural Ex. 
tension service. Two or three years 
later, every Indian agency in the state 
had sent in a request for educational 
work in practical agriculture. 


NEED FARM AGENT 


"It is obvious," Mr. AVotja declares 


"that the best results in the advance 
ment of the agricultural program can 
be attained by the employment of a 
full time Indian agricultural 
agent 


whose duties would correspond 
to 


those of the county agent for the 
white man. Such agricultural agent 
should be an observer, with ability to 
analyze conditions and find solution 
to the problems that may confront 
him." 


The work of helping the Indian con- 


vert himself from a hunter and rover 
to a farmer and settler can be accom 
plished only by following an under 
derstandlng of how the Indian mind 
works, Mr. Wojta says. His sole oc 
cupation of hunting and fishing in 
the past have given him excitement 
pride, 
action, 
satisfaction, 
defin 


ite and quick results. "If he is to 
become a farmer and like it enough 
to continue that calling, he must de 
rive- from it the interest and benefits 
that hunting and flsh'lng gave him,' 
he says. 


"The Indian loves pony races, pow 


•wow dances, baseball, target and trap 
pigeon shooting, hunting, fishing, and 
playing his favorite Indian game, la 
crosse. When selling the game he *e 
cures through hunting and fishing, he 
is in the habit Of getting immediate 
results and returns. The concrete 
rather than the abstract appeals to 
him. The message that the white man 
ia to bring to the Indian should there- 
fore relate as nearly as is consistent 
with the parallel development in the 
Indian's Ife. He does not relish re 
strictiona placed upon him, but likes 
to receive sympathy." 
GIVE SCLENTIFIC INSTRUCTION 


At the various 
Institutes -which 


have been conducted, the Indians 
have been told of such things as how 
to treat potatoes for scab, how to cu 
the tubers for seed; how to prepare 
the field and plant the seed;-how to 
select strawberry plants, prepare the 
beds, and plant the "sets." Other top 
ics discusses included home gardens 
the growing of sweet corn, beets, ru 
tabages, cucumbers, carrots, beans, on 
ions, poultry and dairy cow manage- 
ment, the construction and value Of 
root cellars and pits. 


The Indian language contains words 


and scientific terms which must be 
used In teaching modern practical 
methods in farming; so the interpret- 
er is an Important medium in convey 
ing the new learning. 


That the Indian appreciate* what 


the white men are doing is apparent 
from the fact that from 75 to 400 at- 
tended the recent institutes daily. Us 
ually. at the close, several of the lead- 
ing'Indians voiced appreciation for 
the advice, information, and sugges- 
tions which had been given by the 
speakers.

ON ABUSE OF DRUGS 


Divides People in Three Class- 


es, According to Belief in 
Efficacy of Drugs 


L'au Claire— (A>)~Dr. A. S. Locvcii- 


liarl. professor of pharmacology at tlic 
University ot Wibconsln, spoko Wed- 
nesday night on the UM> and Abuse of 
Drugs before the meeting of the State 
Medical Society of Wisconsin. 


Dr. Loevcnhart said that 
people 


may be closMflcd into three proups ac- 
cording to their belief in the efficacy of 
drugh: those who believe that drugs 
arc of no service at all; tho patent 
medicine interests who could have- (is 
believe that medicines can cure all ill- 
•nesses: and physicians who study the 
action of drugs, and use them ration- 
ally. 


If the first group is to be consistent, 


said Dr. Loevenhart. they should de- 
ny the value of general and local an- 
aesthetics, of morphine, and of purga- 
tives. 


The second class, the patent medi- 


cine interests, he said, claim 
that 


drugs can almost cure glass eyes or 
wooden legs. Their position is as bad 
a that of those who deny all value of 
drugs, because their claims are totally 
incapable of standing any rigid test. 


"The two great aims .of medicine." 


concluded Dr. Loevenhart. "are to pre- 
vent disease, and to cure people who 
have become ill. In connection with 
the latter effort, we must develop new 
remedies, and it is one of the great 
purposes of medicine in this connec- 
tion to secure positive proof of the ef- 
ficacy of certain drugs and to take out 
of the column of remedies those sub-
